CHICAGO, Dec. 21.—Fire starting a few minutes be­ 
fore 4 o’clock this afternoon destroyed the Dearborn 
Street Railroad Station, formerly known as the 
Polk 
Street depot, and left eight railroads homeless. 
The building was valued at $300,000 but would cost 
more than $1,000,000 to replace. 
Within a little more than an hour after a trafiic police­ 
man saw smake issuing from the roof, the flames swept 
thru the thirty-eight-year-old brick and wood structure, 
once the pride of railroad men, and left only a smoke- 
blackened brick shell behind. 
Hundreds of passengers and 200 men and women clerks j 
fled to safety.
